The Examiner has rejected claim 5, in view of Trayis, U.S. Patent No. 5 447 914 - 
and clatms 5, 6, and 30 nnder 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) in view of Ljlfle, et al, WO 00/18951 
pins gaiss. While claim 30 is canceled, claim 31 includes claim 30 which recitea SEQ 
ID NO: 1, the sequence cited in the rejection. 

Applicants have amended the claims to clarify language that they believed was 
quite clear. Claim 5, as previously presented, stated: 

Pro'^so that two of the hydrophobic amino acids are 
adjacent tryptophans." 

The Examiner is invited to point out, specifically, where - Tip Trp - occurs in a 
peptide of or Utfle. The claim does NQI state "two of hydrophobic amino- acids 

are adjacent to tryptophan," which is how the Examiner reads the claims. The incorrect
